Five years ago, | did not own a single copy of the King James Bible. 


| was saved in May of 2014 without any doubt in my mind. | will never 
forget that moment. But | didn’t have any serious hunger to read the 
Bible thereafter. | would cling to the words of pastors and teachers, who 
didn’t emphasize Bible reading very much themselves. If | did read, it 
was usually the NIV, NASB or ESV on my phone. | owned a physical 
copy of the NIV, but | didn’t open it very much. That went on for 5 years. 
And in that time, | had no idea there were any big differences between 
Bible versions. 


| was like most Laodicean Christians: Biblically illiterate. Reading the 
Bible felt like a chore to me, and | didn’t really understand how important 
the Bible is. | looked to pastors for truth, instead of the source in which 
those pastors based all of their teachings. The last thing on my mind was 
the King James Bible.

And finally, after the notes, the Appendices at the end provide great 
amounts of detail and insight. | poured just as much time into them as the 
notes themselves. Appendix 1 involved a lot of laborious research- where 
| searched through antique King James Bibles in pursuit of knowing 
when these miracles first appeared in the text (No, they were not all 
present in 1611- nor 1769!). 


Appendices 4, 5 and 6 are useful resources for examining some of the 
corruptions in modern Bibles.

Without the word of God, there would be no testimony to share, no 
sermon to preach, no books to write, no hymns to sing, no name to pray 
in, and worst of all: no Knowledge of the gospel by which we are saved. 
Everything in the Christian faith depends solely on the Bible. 


If the testimony of the Bible is false, then Christianity is a vain religion, 
and we can turn our attention elsewhere. 


But if the Bible is truly the word of God, then everything in our bones 
should tremble at the knowledge it contains. Heaven is real. Hell is real. 
You were made in the image of Jehovah, in a universe that was made by 
Him and for Him. His angels of light, and Satan with his angels of 
rebellion, exist in a world that is directly connected to our own. 


This book of notes will show you that not only is the Bible a trustworthy 
historical document once inspired in the ancient past, the Bible has been 
supernaturally guided and preserved over time by God himself. 


You will see for yourself that we do not hold a mere translation of God’s 
once-inspired words. We hold in our hands the absolute supreme truth 
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revealed to all mankind by our omnipotent Creator exactly as he intended 
to reveal it. Every word of it. Yea, every jot and tittle. 


When we read the Bible, specifically the King James Bible in the English 
language, we are not interacting with something that is earthly and 
perishable. We are interacting with something from above: the most 
powerful thing on this earth, the source of all life and material in 


existence, the true and living word of God. 


Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and abideth for ever. 


1 Peter 1:23 KJB 


So how exactly could somebody go about proving the King James Bible, 
or any Bible for that matter, is truly God’s infallible word from heaven? 


Good question. 


Let me start by answering that question with a similar question: How 
would you prove that Jesus Christ is sinless? 


Short answer: You can't. 


You would have to know every thought of his heart at every moment of 
his life along with every deed that he has ever done. Besides those, you 
would have to know the true intent behind each thought and deed. Was it 
out of love for God and His neighbor? Or was it out of selfish ambition? 
Furthermore, you would have to know every single commandment given 
by God, and every correct nuanced interpretation of every word of every 
sentence of every commandment. Then you would have to filter all of his 
thoughts, deeds and heart-intentions through the filter of God’s perfect 
law... circumstance by circumstance. 


Even if you had the heavenly record of every detail of the life and mind of 
Jesus Christ, could you imagine such a task? In the wise words of 
Jethro, “this thing is too heavy for thee...” 


To perfectly judge perfection, we ourselves would need to be omniscient 
(knowing all things) in order to understand what perfection is. 
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We would have to be God. However; if we have even the slightest 
amount of sanity, we can determine that we are not God. 


Our mind is not his mind. His ways are higher than our ways, and his 
thoughts are higher than our thoughts. No man on this earth can 
perfectly judge perfection. Quite the contrary is true: He who is perfect in 
heaven, knowing all things past, present and future, can perfectly judge 
and determine that which is perfect. 


The Pharisees therefore said unto him, Thou bearest record of 
thyself; thy record is not true. 
Jesus answered and said unto them, Though | bear record of 


myself, yet my record is true: for | know whence I| came, and 
whither | go; but ye cannot tell whence I come, and whither I go. 


John 8:13-14 KJB 


The same pattern of thought can be applied to the Bible. 


How can we know the Bible is perfect? How can we prove it has no 
errors and reads exactly how God intended it to read? 


Short answer: We cannot! 


In order to have a 100% perfect Bible translated from different 
languages, we would need to know, first of all, if God even desired for a 
perfect Bible to be produced in that language. If we knew with 100% 
certainty that this was in his sovereign will, then we would need the 
wisdom to know which manuscripts are flawed and not to be used as well 
as which ones to keep, and which readings within those accurate 
manuscripts are truly inspired, since nearly all of them have slight 
variations in their readings. There are no original manuscripts available 
that can be compared to, so everything must be extracted from what's 
available. 


Once we (somehow) know all of the faithful and true readings from those 
manuscripts, we must deal with “word-for-word” vs “thought-for-thought” 
translations and the idioms that cannot be gracefully carried from one 
language into another. This in itself is almost universally regarded as an 
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impossible task. Thus we hear it said, “The original meaning is lost in 
translation...” 


So let’s face reality. 


In order to perfectly translate a non-translatable idiom, and translate 
every word and thought exactly as God wills—from the correct words that 
God originally inspired, the Holy Ghost would need to directly intervene 
throughout the entire process. There is no other way of getting around it. 
If a translation is perfect by God’s standard, then His own hand would 
have needed to guide the minds of the translators and editors to make 
perfect every word of the Bible. 


The task of perfectly producing an infallible Bible is impossible... unless 
God is directing it. 


And even if he did orchestrate it, how could we judge it to be perfect or 
imperfect, as if our minds are equal to God’s? 


...-he hath set the world in their heart, so that no man can find out 
the work that God maketh from the beginning to the end. 


Ecclesiastes 3:11 KJB 


Statistically, according to a quick Google search, humans forget around 
50-80% of things they learn after a period of 24 hours. | can’t even 
remember what | ate last night for dinner. 


If we, aS mortal men, can only retain 50% of the information we learn 
each day, how could we know the Bible in our hands is perfect according 
to the measure of God?! We cannot! Not with absolute certainty. We are 
as dumb as sheep. 


But that’s okay, because, like sheep, we don’t need to know everything. 
We can have faith. We can trust the good shepherd, who calls us all by 
name, knows exactly what He’s doing. We can believe Him. 


We can believe that God’s words are perfect (Psalm 19:7 KJB). 
We can believe that God’s words are preserved (Psalm 12:6-7 KJB). 
We can believe that God’s words are pure (Proverbs 30:5 KJB). 
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We can believe that God’s word is truth (John 17:17 KJB). 

We can believe that God’s word is living (Hebrews 4:12 KJB). 

We can believe that God’s word is incorruptible (1 Peter 1:23 KJB). 
We can believe that God’s word is inspired (2 Timothy 3:16 KJB). 


We, as the flock of His pasture, can believe there is a perfect Bible 
because the good shepherd has told us these things. 


He didn’t have to give us a perfect Bible, just like He didn’t have to give 
us a perfect atonement. But His word says otherwise, which is why He 
did. 


But how then shall the scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must be? 
Matthew 26:54 


In the last days, the Bible says there will be a book that can be sought 
after and read. And that book is called the book of the LORD. 


Isaiah 34 is entirely about end time prophecy. The end of the chapter 
commands us to read from the book of the LORD. 


Seek ye out of the book of the LORD, and read: no one of these 
shall fail... Isaiah 34:16 KJB 


According to the Bible, men will be able to look at the world, and look at 
the book of the LORD and verify, “Nothing failed...” All of it came to 
pass exactly as God said it would. 


Consider this carefully. Even if we are not in the last days, the vast 
majority of the church around the world believes the 66-book volume 
known as the Holy Bible to be the completed written word of God. 


The canon is closed. Nothing can be added to it. Nothing can be taken 
from it. And that in itself is proof that God has delivered His book into our 


hands today. 


Nobody is going to alter the books or chapters of the Bible. 
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So how do we identify the King James Bible specifically as the book of 
the LORD? 


Of all Bibles, the King James Bible should demand our attention first and 
foremost. No other Bible (or any book at all) has been printed more often 
in human history. Do you know how many copies have been printed 
since 1611? 


Not tens of millions. 
Not hundreds of millions. 
Billions. 


One cannot imagine how many that is. The amount of paper required for 
such an amount would come out to roughly 50 million trees- with each 
tree producing 10,000 pieces of paper. If you could look at one Bible and 
say, “This is the Bible that God used to reach the most souls,” it would 
be, without second thought, the KJB. 


Besides its colossal reach, millions of people around the world today 
actually believe the King James Bible is perfect. No other Bible that | 
know of can make such a claim with such magnitude. | have directly 
received testimonies of fellow believers in Zambia, Nigeria, Brazil, 
Indonesia, Philippines, Netherlands, India, Ukraine, New Zealand, etc 
who believe the King James Bible in English is the infallible word of God. 
Most, if not all, view the KJB with higher regard than their own native 
language. Different cultures, churches, and languages, with the same 
conclusion: the English KJB is a perfect Bible. 


What other Bible has online forums (stretching back to the days when the 
internet first went mainstream) and thick volumes of books dedicated to 
the debate of its infallibility? Only the KJB.

Geographically, its spread has 
been global for hundreds of years: wherever in the world 
there are English readers, there are copies. In the story of 
the earth we live on, its influence cannot be calculated. Its 
words have been found to have a unique quality, of being 
able both to lift up a dedicated soul higher than had been 
thought, and to reach even below the lowest depths of 
human experience.” ' 


It must be noted that this author (David Daniell) does not hold a KJB-only 
position. He believes there are translation errors in the KJB. And yet, that 
does not prevent him from acknowledging the great and sincere reality of 
the matter. There is nothing else on this earth that can be compared to 
the King James Bible. Its power is seen and felt. It is loved by the 
multitudes. 


Jesus had multitudes following Him as well. 

What gave the apostles such certainty that this man was the Christ? 
What did God use to show the world that Jesus Christ was His only 
begotten Son? Yes, Jesus said He was the | AM (John 8:58), but what 
made people believe His words? 


What set Him apart from everyone else? 


The answer is quite simple. 
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Miracles. 


Giving sight to the blind. 
Walking on the sea. 
Turning water to wine. 
Casting out devils. 
Transfiguring. 

Healing the sick. 
Calming the storm.

Raising the dead. 


Every miracle performed by Jesus was a sign and witness from God to 
all mankind- this man, Jesus Christ, is exactly who He says He is. His 
words are truth- even the words of eternal life (John 6:68). And His 
miracles verify His words. 


But | have greater witness than that of John: for the works which 
the Father hath given me to finish, the same works that | do, bear 


witness of me, that the Father hath sent me. 
John 5:36 KJB 


Miracles reveal and confirm to us that God is at work. Even throughout 
the Old Testament, God performs miracles to give us certainty that it is 
truly His words being spoken. 


And that brings us to the heart of the matter of this book. 


What if we found signs and wonders, even miracles, in the King James 
Bible that point to God as its author? Miracles that defy all natural 
circumstances, witnessing to the perfect source from which it came. 


Richard Dawkins, one of the most notorious atheists of our time, has 
suggested, “/ suppose it’s possible that you might find evidence for that 
[an intelligent civilization seeding the earth] if you look at the details of 
biochemistry/molecular biology, you might find a signature of some sort 
of designer.” ? 


Well, Sir Richard, and all who agree with him, | have a question for you. 
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What if God has verified and “signed” His own book to prove that He is 
the Author of it? Such a thing would be 100,000 times more beneficial 
than a signature in your DNA, wouldn’t it? Not only would you know who 
God is, but you would know what He thinks, what He has done, and 
where you're going after your heart stops beating. 


What if the Holy Bible, and more specifically- the most influential version 
in history, is signed and sealed by God Himself? 


What you’re about to see is a series of precisely coordinated strikes, 
movements of the hand of God, in the most specific locations of 
scripture, with clear purpose and wisdom. What you’re about to see is an 
act of Almighty God that no man could have ever conceived. 


You will not be confronted with obscure references that could be 
repeated in any large body of text. You will not see lots of “iffy” 
somewhat-sensical patterns. 


You will see complete, whole, patterns that are found in the most 
remarkable places of God’s word. Exactness in the first and last verses 
of the Bible. Perfection in the first and last words of the Bible. Flawless, 
jaw-dropping patterns surrounding the name of Jesus from over 25 
different angles. And perhaps most convincing of all, miracles 
surrounding the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost. 


You will see all of these things perfectly arranged in a language that 
didn’t exist until thousands of years after the scriptures were first written. 


Remember the former things of old: for | am God, and there is 
none else; | am God, and there is none like me, 
Declaring the end from the beginning, and from ancient times the 


things that are not yet done, saying, My counsel shall stand, and | 
will do all my pleasure: 


Isaiah 46:9-10 KJB 
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What you’re about to see is God bearing witness of Himself that He knew 
the end from the beginning. 


What you’re about to see is that God- is truly a God of numbers. The

But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God:

Before diving into these notes, | believe it’s very important to address this 
issue, since many will assume that | am not aware the Bible was written 
in Hebrew, Aramaic and Greek. Trust me, | am fully aware the Bible was 
originally written in those languages. I’ve studied Bible numerics in those 
languages. But | hope to share some wisdom with you that will hopefully 
shed some light on my position and stance on the languages of the Holy 
Bible, before we go on thinking all of the things in this book are done out 
of ignorance. Yes | am ignorant of a lot of things. But | am not at all 
ignorant of the Originals-only Bible position. | am aware the King James 
Bible was first printed in 1611 and went through many editions until it was 
finalized into the version we have today. 


What | believe about the King James Bible in English is probably a lot 
different than most Christians today- even different in comparison to what 
the King James translators believed themselves. And that’s okay. The 
King James translators have no authority to decide whether or not the 
Holy Bible is infallible. They were men- just like us, working on what they 
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felt God was calling them to do. They were far smarter than me, and 
probably a lot smarter than you as well. One of the translators, John 
Bois, read through the entire Bible in Hebrew when he was 5 years old, 
and could write elegantly in Hebrew by the age of 6. And he wasn’t even 
the cream of the crop. Nevertheless, there is only one authority who can 
truly tell us if the Bible is infallible: Almighty God. 


The original-only belief is held by most Christians today. Most church 
doctrinal statements and biblical institutions are agreed on this principle: 


The scriptures were only inspired in the original writings. 


This is the short and easy explanation as to why there are so many 
different Bible versions today. And, well, they might mean well when they 
say such a thing, but are they right? 


Of course they are right in one degree- in the sense that the Bible was 
inspired in the original languages. But their statement, as a whole, is 
missing the mark. 


“Original-only” philosophy assumes God's words were once 
supernaturally inspired: prophets once moved by the Holy Ghost, but 
thereafter preserved by mankind. Supernaturally inspired by God but 
naturally preserved by man. 


There is a massive problem with this philosophy. 


If you believe the Bible is truly God’s word... may | ask you to do 
something? 


Search the scriptures. Be a Berean. And prove “original-onlyism” from 
the Bible. Search for yourself to see if this “originals-only” philosophy is 
derived from the living word of God, or if, perhaps, it originates from the 
feeble wisdom of men? 


If you do, you will come to the same conclusion as millions of 
KJB-believers around the world have come to: the Bible doesn’t say 
anything about “only the original scriptures” being inspired. 
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In fact, it says the opposite. 


It describes the scriptures as LIVING, ABIDING, PURE, PERFECT, and 
PRESENT. In Paul’s second letter to Timothy, he says all scripture is 
given (present tense) by inspiration of God (2 Timothy 3:16). 


And Paul is not referring to the “original writings” unless Timothy had ALL 
the originals as a child- from a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures (2 Timothy 3:15). If Timothy, as a child, had possession of 
ALL the ORIGINAL HOLY SCRIPTURES, he would have owned animal 
skins that are 1500 years old, taken straight out of the side of the ark of 
the covenant. Combined with all the writings of Joshua, Samuel, David, 
Solomon, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, Ezra, Zechariah, Malachi 
and all the rest of them. Quite a collection! If only they found the ruins of 
Timothy’s house, we would unearth all the original writings... right?!

Here is something I’ve learned: the natural man doesn't understand that 
God's words are spiritual. 


The natural mind cannot comprehend why there are different readings 
amongst the English translations, nor can it understand the different 
readings amongst the Hebrew and Greek manuscripts, so it heedlessly 
proclaims, “Corruption upon the text! Corruption upon the text? 


On the contrary, Almighty God proclaims HIS WORD to be incorruptible 
(1 Peter 1:23). Not once does that natural man ever think “Perhaps God 
has moved on from Hebrew and Greek, since we have a Bible today that 
has been printed millions and millions and millions and millions and 
millions more times than all Hebrew and Greek texts combined.” 


The natural minded Christian believes God is omnipotent and 
omniscient, sovereign over all things. He believes the Bible is the 
incorruptible word of God. And yet he also believes all Bibles in existence 
are full of error, and God would never do such a thing as inspire the Bible 
in a language that didn’t exist a thousand years ago. How could God 
overcome such a difficult obstacle?! 
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For a thousand years in thy sight are but as yesterday when it is 


past, and as a watch in the night. Psalm 90:4 


Medieval man’s sign: “Nervous laughter.” 


Can we all agree the words of holy scriptures are not of the vain 
thoughts of man (Psalm 94:11), but rather, of the everlasting God- the 
very thoughts of his heart (Psalm 33:11)? 


The words of God are quite literally spirit and life (John 6:63). 


And God, quite literally, cannot lie (Titus 1:2) when He says His words 
shall not pass away (Mark 13:31) and abideth for ever (1 Peter 1:23). 


Here is the biggest “issue” in the mind of a natural man, which includes 


many Christians in this day and age: A translation of the original 


languages can be greater than the original lanquages themselves. The 
natural mind is not capable of understanding this. It just shuts off. Even if 


that language of translation is universally spoken and used by the entire 
world today. 


Does the natural mind read and believe the Bible where it says with God 
nothing shall be impossible (Luke 1:37) and where it says He declares 
the end from the beginning (Isaiah 46:10)? 


It may think it believes. But how shallow it wades! 


The natural mind's desire to bring God's words down to his own level 
(man's words), is the cause for which this type of thought will never click 
into place: God reveals Himself over time, and He, who wills all men _to 
be saved, knew His word would be translated into a worldwide spoken 
language long before it was ever written. 


O natural mind, will you consider this: If God was limited to original 


languages, why was the New Testament _penned_in Greek _and_not 
Hebrew? 
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The answer is simple. Very simple! God's plan of salvation was ready to 
be revealed to the world. And thus, God's word was revealed in the 
language of the world: Greek. 


Here we are today. And the world language around us is no longer 
Greek. It's English. 


As we look for that blessed hope, the glorious appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the entire world speaks English. 


And the most influential book in human history is an English Bible. 

Just by these two facts alone, our spiritual antennas should be twirling 
around, wondering if God has done something profound in this worldwide 
spoken tongue. Has He collated both Hebrew/Aramaic and Greek into 
one language for all mankind to have His finished book? 


Well, perhaps He did. 


But the carnal mind continues in its downward spiral of humanism, 
insisting that the problem is "translation" and "loss of original meaning." 


But let’s cut to the chase. 


This entire debate boils down to one question. And that question is: Can 
an English translation of the Bible triumph over the original languages? 


The answer is simply, Yes. If God ordains it, a translation of the original 
languages can be greater than the original languages themselves. 


The natural mind is not capable of understanding this. 

Now, everybody including myself must admit that translating a book 
written by a human author would certainly involve a natural process, of 
losing the author's original meaning, and failing to bring the complete 


idea over from the original language into the new. 


...But that's dealing with a human author. 
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Translating a book authored by man is a natural matter. 
Translating a book inspired by God is a spiritual matter. 


We are not dealing with a human author when it comes to the holy 
scriptures. 


We are dealing with the words of Almighty God. Who are we to say that 
God didn't want/will/plan to translate His words into another language? 


Languages that we speak today (such as English) might be relatively 
"new" to us, but not to God, who inhabits eternity. The Author of the Bible 
can speak light into existence, form people out of dust, flood the earth, 
part the sea, stop the sun, heal the leper, bring the dead back to life, 
create new languages in an instant, declare things that have not yet 
come to pass, and get this... give us His words through imperfect men. 


Why listen to what Bible scholars and pastors say about the Bible, when 
you could instead just listen to what God says in the Bible itself? 


Take for example, Bob. Bob cannot look at God in the face and counsel 
Him. Bob can’t even look at His face and live. And yet, when Bob makes 
up something out of the clear blue sky about God, such as: "God's word 
was only inspired in the originals" ...why do you accept Bob's wisdom as 
supreme truth... when nothing in God’s word supports it? 


Stop believing Bob. Bob only has opinions about God's word. But what 
saith the scriptures? Start believing God's written truth. God's truth 
reveals the truth about His word. It was enough for Jesus to defeat Satan 
in the wilderness; and therefore, it’s enough for us too. 


It is written... 
God's words are spirit and life. Pure. Incorruptible. For ever settled in 
heaven. Enduring to all generations. Given with certainty. Above all His 


name. Faithful and true. 


God's word does not submit to natural processes. But rather, natural 
processes are formed and upheld by the word of God. 
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Through faith we understand that the worlds were framed 
by the word of God, so that things which are seen were not 
made of things which do appear. Hebrews 11:3 


By the word of the LORD were the heavens made; and all 
the host of them by the breath of his mouth.

Before diving into the notes, let’s establish some groundwork. 


The Bible is a massive book, and | have not walked through every gate, 
secret entrance and passageway of God’s infinite word. Nobody has. 
And | do not believe this book of notes comes anywhere close to 
reaching the great unknown depths of God’s wisdom. God’s mind is 
infinite. His thoughts are very deep. And | will never master His word. 


His word will always teach, reprove and master me. 


How can we determine if these “miracles” are truly from God 
and not the vain imaginations of men? 


When it comes to an actual miracle performed by God, | believe the 
results should be four-fold: 
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e It should be in absolute agreement with the scriptures. Truth is 
found in the written text of the Bible. Miracles do not bring forth 
new truth, but rather verify what (and who) the truth already is. 


e It should be clear to believers with joy, wonder, and even fear 
that, “this is truly a work of God,” not possible by human means 
nor remotely probable by random chance. 


e It should fit in with a larger body of evidence. It is nearly 
guaranteed to find pseudo-miracles here and there throughout 
so many Bible versions. That is- things that appear to be perfect, 
but are in fact, isolated instances that do not build up into 
anything significant. For example, Genesis 1 has 797 words in 
the King James Bible. There are undoubtedly several versions 
out there that contain 777 words in Genesis 1 just because of the 
sheer number of versions. True wisdom requires looking at a 
larger body of evidence. As you go through this book of notes, 
you will see that body of evidence pile up to the heavens pretty 
quickly. 


e It should harden the hearts of the proud, arrogant, and 
self-righteous men of high authority/degree. It will make 
self-proclaimed Bible-gurus angry and upset because it goes 
against their own man-made doctrines and commandments. 


When we see true miracles in the text of the Bible, we should expect 
them to be part of micro and macro patterns working individually and in 
parallel, as several paths of God’s inspired thoughts intersect to exercise 
His full counsel toward us. They don’t necessarily have to be performed 
exactly the same way. Sometimes Jesus healed with His hands, other 
times He spoke the word only. Sometimes He was present, other times 
He was not. 


But every miracle was for the glory of Jesus Christ, as a sign to the world 
that He is truly sent from God. And the same applies with these miracles. 
All of these miracles verify to the world that the KJB is the book of the 
LORD, signed and sent by God before the days where Babylon’s 
habitation becomes a cage of every unclean and hateful bird 
(Revelation 18:2, Isaiah 34:11-17, Leviticus 11:13-17). 
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Did all of these miracles exist in the 1611 King James Bible, 
or are they only in the KJB we have today? 


That’s a good question. And the answer is perhaps one of the most 
intriguing things of all. | have dedicated a great deal of research into this, 
which is documented in Appendix 1, showing when these major miracles 
first appeared in the KJB. A lot of them appeared in the original 1611 
print. But a lot of them also fell into place over time. It almost seems like 
the Holy Ghost was purposely arranging these things into a specific 
order. There was not an immediate perfection, but rather a process of 
refinement, just as the Bible describes itself. As for God, his way is 
perfect; the word of the LORD is tried... (2 Samuel 22:31). The words 
of the LORD are pure words: as silver tried in a furnace of earth, 
purified seven times. (Psalm 12:6). 


The reason why that’s so important is because the glory of these 
miracles cannot be ascribed to the King James translators- nor to any of 
the editors of the KJB over the years (most of whom were anonymous). 


The glory for all of these miracles can only be attributed to one entity: the 
Lord God Almighty, who was, and is, and is to come. 


| know that, whatsoever God doeth, it shall be for ever: nothing can 
be put to it, nor any thing taken from it: and God doeth it, that men 
should fear before him.

Which edition of the KJB can these miracles be found in? 


Nearly every single miracle in this book can be found in any version of 
the KJB that is printed today- whether Oxford or Cambridge or Pure 
Cambridge. | always recommend Cambridge, who are the principal 
custodians of the text. 100% of the miracles in this book can be found in 
a Cambridge Concord Bible (the standard text of Cambridge University). 
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Why did God wait thousands of years to put all these 
miracles into His book? 


I’m not God, so | cannot answer on His behalf. If | were to guess: Maybe 
it would have been pointless in an age without computers. Maybe He 
wanted to show His power over all flesh, and bear witness to His truth in 
a way that no man could deny in his right mind. A witness in these last 
days, before His return, to open the eyes of many unto the realization 
that He is sovereign over all things, especially His own book. 


But | don’t know for sure. All | can do is believe. | believe His words shall 
not pass away... and will always remain faithful and true... purified 
seven times... from this generation for ever. 


And that brings us to the final point. 


What specific number would pass as God’s seal of 
inspiration? 


The number of numbers. God’s number of perfection. The number 
closest to God’s heart- repeated over and over again in scriptures. If 
you're not familiar with the Bible, you will still recognize the importance of 
this number, as it’s seen just about everywhere in society, from lottery 
machines to people’s usernames online. JohnDoe777

Seven in the Bible is the number of rest, ending, completion, and 
perfection.

That’s the number | 
can say for certain, is what God used to seal His book. 


You should also know that you don’t need a Hebrew or Greek scholar to 
verify these miracles. You can check them all yourself, firsthand. With all 
the manipulation and click-baits that exist in the world today, | feel that’s 
very important. All those of a meek heart, seeking after the truth, can find 
out whether these things truly exist together in one Bible. They do. And 
anybody who says otherwise has no ground to stand on, no matter how 
professionally trained they may be. 


The Bible software that | recommend is King James Pure Bible Search 
from purebiblesearch.com (Available 100% free for Windows, Mac, and 
Linux). This software, from my experience, is by far the gold standard 
when it comes to counting word mentions and appearances. You can use 
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other programs as well to verify the results, but they will not give you the 
exactness required to check a lot of these notes. Sometimes they will not 
give you the number of Mentions, but rather Appearances (The 
difference between a Mention and an Appearance is explained in 
Appendix 10 on p. 529). Sometimes other software will count Psalms’ 
headings and Epistles’ colophons as verses (but they are not verses). So 
you can use other software if you wish, but be forewarned of the varying 
inaccuracies, limitations and differences they might have because they 
are not built specifically for exact word counts. 


If you have Pure Bible Search downloaded, you can also go to 
sealedbytheking.com to download every single search file that is 
associated with each note, when applicable. Loading the file is quite 
easy. Just click the Load Search File icon and select the (.kjs) Search 
File that you want to load.

The proposition to translate a new complete English Bible was first 
suggested to King James in 1604 at the Hampton Court Conference by 
John Rainolds (7th President of Corpus Christi College). Surprisingly, the 
King approved and authorized the translation. Without John Rainolds, 
the KJB would literally not exist. 


First 7 Presidents of Corpus Christi College 


1. John Claymond 1517 - 1537 
2. Robert Morwent 1537 - 1558 
3. William Chedsey 1558 - 1559 
4. William Butcher 1559 - 1561 
5. Thomas Greenway 1562 - 1568

7. John Rainolds 1598 - 1607 


The KJB was the 7th English translation in succession of those which 
influenced its text. (A few other English Bibles existed but had no major influence.)

Despite the fact that ODD books of the New Testament outnumber EVEN 
books by 55,124 words, the total word count of Jesus remains perfectly 
divided into seventy times seven, which of course is the exact 
mathematical equation that Jesus Himself spoke in Matthew 18:22. 


If you make a list of all the words in the New 
Testament, sorted by number of mentions, this EVEN/ODD balance 
doesn’t occur with any other largely mentioned word in the New 
Testament.

This miracle has existed in the KJB for over 250 years. See Appendix 1 for how this happened. 
(Related to the #7 verse mentioning “the word” in the N.T.). Counts for modern versions were 
completed by substituting “Holy Spirit” for “Holy Ghost” (even though they mutilate 1 John 5:7). 


It must be noted that 1 John 5:7 is by far the most controversial verse in 
the King James Bible. Many “study” Bibles have footnotes or marginal 
notes claiming this is a spurious verse that does not belong in scriptures. 
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Besides the many ancient witnesses in both manuscripts and church 
history, we now realize there is an even greater witness: the Bible itself. 
God doesn’t need anything other than the Bible to prove that He Himself 
is its Author. 


If we believe this is God’s doing, we must also accept the following 
statement as true: Every word of the King James Bible is placed by 
inspiration of God, including the italics. For example, The Father is 
italicized 3 times in the KJB (Acts 7:16, Colossians 1:19, 1 John 2:23), 
and Holy Ghost is italicized in (Matthew 12:31); and without those 
mentions, we would not reach 777 mentions in the overall count. 


In their vain thoughts and imaginations, many will say, “That’s double 
inspiration if you think that inspired words could be added later to the text 
that were not there in previous manuscripts.” 


No, that’s just how God works. He reveals Himself over time. Just as our 
Saviour did not arrive for thousands of years, so did His perfect, pure 
Bible take thousands of years to be revealed. Besides this characteristic 
of God, we read in Jeremiah 36:

Did you catch that last part? “...and there were added besides unto 
them many like words.” Jeremiah wrote a book, it got burned, and he 
wrote the same book again with ADDED words. So, yeah. God can 
“double inspire His word” (if that’s what you want to call it), and even add 
new words to the text if He chooses to do so. 


An interesting way that | believe verifies the 777-count is when you make 
the counts case-sensitive.

While it’s not three sevens as verse 7, it feels very “right” to have the 
total as 770 instead of 777. After all, the witness of God in heaven is far 
more powerful than that on earth. Without the heavenly witness, the 
witness in the earth would be of no effect. But vice versa (with the 
heavenly witness only, and without the earthly witness), we could still 
fully depend on the God who bears record of all things. Therefore it 
makes a lot of sense to see the heavenly witness of the Godhead as the 
greater with 777 and the earthly witness as the lesser with 770.

Now | openly admit, this pattern feels a bit cherry-picked compared to the 
other discoveries | typically publish. Jesus includes possessive Jesus’, 
while the Lord does not.

If “sent” were 
used for the beloved son, the overall 49-count would have been thwarted. 
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But what’s most incredible of all? How can a man see this and not 
believe in God! In the New Testament, “sent” is mentioned 196 times... 
the exact same amount of mentions as Jesus Christ.

And it came to pass about an eight days after these sayings, he 
took Peter and John and James, and went up into a mountain to 
pray.

The transfiguration of Jesus is accompanied by Moses and Elijah. The 
Law and the Prophets. The two witnesses. The two men who 
encountered God, with 40-day-patterns, on His holy mount Sinai. 


So what about these men, Moses and Elijah, do we discover in the 
numerics of the KJB? 


To begin, as you might expect, they are sevened. It is concealed to those 
who quickly search their names without careful attention, since the name 
Elijah is also the name of a man in Ezra 10:21, who is not Elijah the holy 
prophet. When you exclude the Ezra 10:21-antimention of Elijah, you get 
the following search results in the verse text of holy scriptures:

(...which is similar to what we are finding with all these numbers). In 
order to find out the account, we must do some math. The transfiguration 
of Jesus with Moses and Elijah occurs __ days after Jesus says

What is after 6 and about an 8? 


The transfiguration occurs on the 7th day, God’s number of perfection.

God 
separated Israel from exactly 7 plagues on Egypt. Jesus performed 7 
recorded miracles on the sabbath (the seventh day). He spoke 7 times 
on the cross, with the last being, It is finished: (John 19:30).

e Jesus = Word #7778 of Luke (Luke 7:37) (italicized!) 
e Jesus = Word #7778 of John (John 8:42) 


Again, the middle anomaly is Luke 7:37. Is this proof that italics are 
inspired? 


It should be noted that 7x37 is the exact number of times that Father (singular, not 
possessive) occurs in the KJB, when referring to God. 37 is also the number of mentions 
of the word Saviour in the KJB. It should be noted as well that Luke is the #3 book of the 
New Testament, so the reference Luke 7:37 could be seen as: 3:7:37 ... 3x7x37 = 777 


Luke 7:37 is about the woman who would break the alabaster box to anoint Jesus for his 
burial. 8 is the number for New beginnings. In Mark, Luke, and John, Jesus is word #7778 
in each book. But in the entire New Testament, Jesus is word #87770. This occurs in the 
book of Acts, post-resurrection (in Acts 5:30). 


e The new beginning (8) is ahead of the 777 before the resurrection. (word #7778) 
e The new beginning (8) is behind the 777 after the resurrection. (word #87770)

Also, 
notice how the first time swearing happens in the Bible is in the 21st 
chapter.

A simple observation on Lamech is that he is the father of Noah. Which 
means he was the last of the “ancients” in the Biblical record- that is, the 
last man born on Adam’s side of the flood. By these credentials alone, 
we see how his age was prophetic. A triple seven to close out the age of 
the ancients- just as there will be a triple seven at the close of the 
modern era before the Lord returns (7 seals, 7 trumpets, 7 vials). 


And the only 2 “ancients” before Noah to prophesy in the Bible are 
Enoch (the seventh from Adam Jude 1:14) and Lamech (age of 777).

Psalm 119 is the longest chapter in the Bible, and it’s entirely about 
God’s word. It is known as the heart of Psalms and the heart of the 
entire Bible by many teachers and students of God’s word because of its 
contents. But it’s also the heart of God’s word because of its position. 
Since it’s only 2 chapters away from Psalm 117, which is the middle 
chapter of the Bible, it’s literally positioned like the heart of a man’s body- 
in the middle, but not dead centered. The heart is located slightly on the 
right side (if you’re facing the man) of the exact middle of the body. The 
same is true of Psalm 119. Whether you’re looking at the middle chapter, 
verse or word (noted on p. 304), Psalm 119 is located slightly to the right. 


The word “heart” is mentioned in 119 verses in the book of Psalms. This, 
of course, points to Psalm 119.

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The number 17’s last mention is in the #777 chapter of the Bible.

And lastly, both Genesis 7:11 and Genesis 8:14 occur “in the second 
month”. Those two verses (Gen 7:11, 8:14) are the only two verses in all 
of Genesis to mention the “second month’. God deals this way in the 
Bible in other places, when he begins and ends in the selfsame day / 
month / etc. (e.g. Exodus 12:40-41). 


A quick study of the “second month’ in the Bible: 


The second month is when God first rained manna from heaven (Ex 16:1,4) 

The second month is when God commanded Moses to “take the sum’ of the 
children of Israel in (Num 1:1) 

The second month is when God led Israel away from Mount Sinai (Num 10:11) 

The second month is when construction began on the house of the LORD (the first 
temple) in (1 Kgs 6:1) and (2 Chr 3:2) 

The second month is when repair (reconstruction) began on the temple in (Ezra 3:8) 
after the return of their 70-year captivity 

The second month is when Israel has a second chance to celebrate Passover if 
circumstances prevent them in the first month. This is found in (Num 9:10-11) as well 
as (2 Chr 30:2-13). 


The big question: Why was the flood account microscopically recorded 
by day and month- when almost nothing else was in Genesis? The only 
persons who could have kept track of this knowledge were Noah or 
Shem. And each generation after them preserved this knowledge for 
hundreds of years until Moses finally wrote it down in ink. Or perhaps, 
nobody knew it, and God just told Moses. Either way, the LORD must 
have deemed it very important to include in His holy scriptures.

It leaves little to no doubt in the Christian’s mind that God has specifically 
inserted numeric details in the Bible that have some sort of deeper 
meaning. 


And yet the meaning is not revealed in the text. 
Despite the wanting interpretation, we need to search nowhere else 


except the Bible to understand what 153 is pointing to. It’s actually quite 
simple, but the verification behind it is miraculous.

The gospel of the circumcision (the Jews) was committed unto Peter and 
the gospel of the uncircumcision (the Gentiles) was committed unto Paul.

(Side note- if you’re fact-checking this with software other than King 
James Pure Bible Search, and if it tells you Paul = 154 verses, then it is 
counting the colophon of 2 Timothy, which is not a verse. Some 
programs count colophons as verses because they are not built for 
specific word counts, and don’t know how else to categorize them. The 
true verse count for Paul is 153.) 


A second consideration: this pattern works specifically with “Peter” and 
“Paul”, not including any possessive forms of Peter’s (Mat 8:14, John 
1:40, 6:8, Acts 12:14) or Paul’s (Acts 19:29, 20:37, 21:8, 21:11, 23:16, 
25:14). 


Just one adjustment to the wording of the scriptures to make any of their 
mentions possessive (-‘s) would throw off the entire counts. 


One more sidenote: Some people think it’s cherry-picking to exclude 
Peter’s and Paul’s from the counts. No. It would be cherry-picking to use 
“Peter” + “Paul + Paul’s” but exclude “Peter’s”. It is not cherry-picking to 
use only standard forms Peter + Paul.

Understanding the Context of the 153 fishes 


The positional connection. The passage of the 153 fishes takes place 
in John 21, the last chapter of the gospels. 


The chronological connection. The catch of the 153 fishes happens 
within close proximity of the great commission: 


Mark 16:15 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. 


The fishing connection. The Lord connects fishing with preaching the 
gospel. Right after He begins preaching the gospel at the start of His 
ministry, He calls Peter and Andrew to become fishers of men. 


Mark 1:14-17 

Now after that John was put in prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom of God, And saying, The 
time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at hand: repent ye, 


and believe the gospel. Now as he walked by the sea of Galilee, 
he saw Simon and Andrew his brother casting a net into the sea: 
for they were fishers. And Jesus said unto them, Come ye after 
me, and | will make you to become fishers of men. 


| also noticed how the disciples caught nothing out of their own skill, 
willpower, or luck. They would try all night, but come up with nothing. 


Everything depended (and continues to depend) on the word of Christ. 


Only at His command do they catch the multitude of the 153 fishes. Just 
like verse 7 of the #(7*7) chapter of the N.T. (Luke 5:7). 


This is an allegory to show us how we are to be “fishers of men” - not 
toiling by our own wisdom and skill, but rather, fully depending on the 
word of the Lord to tell us when and where to cast the net.

They answered | From that time many of his 
and said, He is guilty of death. disciples went back, and 
walked no more with him. 
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There is an interesting mathematical phenomenon that occurs in the 
#666 verse of the Bible. Before you read it, keep this in mind: after 
Revelation 13:18 (the verse that mentions 666), there are exactly 175 
verses left in the scriptures.

The #666 verse of the Bible 


And these are the days of the years of Abraham's life which he 
lived, an hundred threescore and fifteen years.

This may or may not have prophetic significance. But it’s worth looking 
at. Isaiah 24:5-6 reads, The earth also is defiled under the inhabitants 
thereof; because they have transgressed the laws, changed the 
ordinance, broken the everlasting covenant. Therefore hath the 
curse devoured the earth, and they that dwell therein are desolate: 
therefore the inhabitants of the earth are burned, and few men left. 


Read that passage closely. If it’s to be taken literally, then the great 
tribulation will be triggered by the everlasting covenant being broken. 


What everlasting covenant is it talking about? | would guess it’s the 
everlasting covenant given to Abraham by God (Genesis 17:7), which 
would turn out to be permanently established through the blood of Jesus 
Christ, according to Hebrews 13:20. 


Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our Lord 
Jesus, that great shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the 


everlasting covenant, Hebrews 13:20 


There is no other everlasting covenant mentioned in the New Testament. 
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If Isaiah 24:5 says the everlasting covenant will be broken, does that 
mean Christ’s blood atonement will be broken to trigger the tribulation? 


Now for the hard part. 


Here is the #666 verse from Revelation 13:18 (Going backward, since we 
can only go 175 verses forward) 


666 verses away from Revelation 13:18 


Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our Lord 
Jesus, that great shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the

This is an hard saying; who can hear it? 


If it’s true that the antichrist will somehow fulfill Isaiah 24:5 by defiling the 
blood atonement of Jesus Christ in earth (1 John 5:8), then Revelation 
13:18 IS directly correlated with the 175-year-old death of Abraham, 
since the everlasting covenant was originally given to Abraham.

Are verse divisions inspired by God? 
The King James Bible contains 31,102 verses. 


Verses were first fully implemented in the Bible in the year 1551 by 
Robert Estienne (a.k.a. Stephanus). 


“In 1551, Robert Estienne (a.k.a. Stephanus) added verse divisions to his 
fourth edition of the Greek New Testament, while en route between Paris 
and Lyons, France.” 


Verse divisions were fully standardized in 1611. 


Many people do not know this, but the King James Bible is the first Bible 
in existence to use the exact verse system we have today. 


The Geneva Bible, which was the first English Bible to use verse 
divisions, did not use exactly the same verse numbering as the KJB. 


This table compares the differences between the Geneva and the KJB.

The King James Bible became, and still is, the final standard when it 
comes to verse divisions. 


That’s important to understand. 


Even when modern versions delete verses (E.g. Matthew 18:11, Acts 
8:37), they keep the verse numbers that were fully established by the 
King James Bible. They will skip right over the verse: ...8, 9, 10, _, 12, 
13... instead of adjusting the verse numbers to fit their corrupted Catholic 
text. Because they do this, most Christians are still unaware that modern 
Bibles omit verses of the Bible. 


So here’s what’s incredible about the King James Bible. 


The King James Bible contains 31,102 verses. 
The middle verses of the Bible are Psalm 103:1-2.

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This is the only #1611 verse of any book in the Bible, because Psalms is 
the longest book. No other book reaches 1611 verses. The next largest 
book is Genesis with 1533 verses. It just so happens the only #1611 
verse of the Bible is the exact halfway verse. 


So here we have the halfway verse of the Bible, Psalm 103:1 as verse

Curiously, it's about a piece of writing that is sealed by the king’s name 
and translated and distributed to the entire world, and it contains a very 
unique word: India.

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Appendix 1 - Timeline of Miracles 


The most recognized date/edition of standardization for the King James 
Bible is the 1769 Blayney Edition. 


However, after searching through antique King James Bibles from the 
1600s to the 1900s, I’ve realized the text really wasn’t fully settled in 
1769. In fact, nobody in modernity uses a 1769 version of the King 
James Bible. If we did, some of the most incredible patterns in the KJB 
we find today would not exist. 1769 wasn’t a year where many significant 
miracles appeared either. Most of the important updates in 1769 were 
already made in 1762. Rather, the 1769 established the 1762 text and 
made some further modifications and perfections, becoming a gold 
standard for all future printers. 


Am | trying to diminish the 1769? Certainly not. I’m just pointing out facts 
that I’ve learned from hard first-hand research as | sorted through all 
these Bibles (listed on p. 437). The 1769 is still the most recognized 
landmark in the history of the King James Bible (besides 1611, of 
course). When somebody says they use the KJB1769, they are simply 
acknowledging they use the KJB available to us today, knowing there 
were printing errors and typos in the original 1611. | do not see that as 
wrong, nor do | see anybody wrong for saying they use the KJB1611. It is 
all the King James Bible, used by God and steadily tried into its final form 
that we have today. Don’t confuse my words- | believe the King James 
Bible was always the faithful and true pure word of God since it came out 
in 1611. On the same token, we can all agree it went through a further, 
refined purification process to standardize the text until it reached the 
greatest level of purity as we have it today. This Appendix will visibly 
demonstrate that process.

Nearly every scholar I’ve ever read has claimed 1769 
as the year of standardization/completion. | even think we can fairly 
expect God to weave patterns in His word pointing to 1769 because of its

19th / early 20th century. And when | say “fully standardized” | am talking 
about the very fine details such as capitalization and punctuation.

And thus, every miracle in the KJB, as it stands with us today, whether it 
be Oxford or Cambridge (99% of miracles detailed in these notes occur 
in both modern printings of Oxford and Cambridge and any other printed 
KJB), can only be accredited to one source: Almighty God. 


Here is a timeline/list of the major patterns/anomalies detailed in this 
book, to see when they first appeared in the text of the KJB. | hope it 
blesses you to see God’s hand moving over the course of decades and 
centuries to give us something that, | believe, should be the most widely 
esteemed thing in the entire world.

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Appendix 3 - Bible Numerics vs. “divination” 


Several people have accused Bible numerics research as practicing 
“numerology” or “divination”. 


What is divination, exactly? 


According to Encyclopedia Britannica, “divination” is “encountered most 
frequently in contemporary mass society in the form of horoscopes, 
astrology, crystal gazing, tarot cards, and the Ouija board.”

Is that right? No, it’s just a mathematical fact- and it’s an important fact to 
know. If your Bible has 65 books, you should probably find the one that’s 
missing. 


Is it divination to say, “God intended His volume to have 66 books.” ...? 
No, you simply have faith that God gave you His completed word. 


Is it numerology to say, “There are 7 mentions of Jesus Christ in the book 
of Revelation”? Is it divination to point out mathematical anomalies and 
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patterns that factually exist in the most printed book of human history? Is 
it wrong to conclude that those concealed patterns are all miraculously 
pointing to God’s inspiration- where He precisely measured things and 
names that are important to Him in His own book? 


Well, either He inspired them, or they are all here by random chance. 


If you believe the Bible, where God has specific counts/measurements 
for Noah’s ark, the tabernacle, the things in the tabernacle, feast days, 
sacrifices, the temple, New Jerusalem, etc... the Bible literally records 
the number of pomegranates on each pommel of each chapiter of each 
pillar in the temple (2 Chronicles 4:13).

This tiny detail using “to” 
instead of “unto” creates a 
contradiction in the NKJV 
(the other modern Bibles 
listed to the left also 
contradict themselves).

There is a parallel verse in 
the Bible to this passage, 
Jeremiah 52:12, which 
records the date as the 5th 
month, 10th day of the 
month. (which is 3 days 
after the recorded date in 2 
Kings). 

The important difference is 
formed by one letter. 


In 2 Kings 25:8 (KJB), the 
word “unto” is used- 
meaning the army of the 
Chaldees came unto (up 
against) Jerusalem on the 
7th day of the month to 
destroy it. 


Jeremiah 52:8 (KJB) reads 
“into” - meaning the 
Chaldees actually entered 
the city on the 10th day of 
the month to burn 
everything down.

The dying thief's 
confession to Jesus Christ 
as “Lord” is taken away 
from modern versions. 


For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.

It is true that all things 
were made through Jesus 
Christ, but it is also true 
that all things were made 
by Him. There is a subtle 
loss of meaning with the 
word “through” in this very 
important text about Jesus 
Christ as the Word. 


The word “through” limits 
the meaning- making it 
seem as if Jesus was just 
a channel in which God 
used to make everything. 


The word “by” gives the 
correct impression that the 
Father and the Word are 
one (John 10:30, 1 Jn 5:7), 
Jesus Christ is not just the 
means by which all things 
were created. He is the 
Creator Himself (John 1:1). 


The word “power” involves 
not only authorization, but 
spiritual virtue going out 
from God to literally make 
anew creature, born of the 
Spirit. 


The phrase “the right” 
simply implies legal 
permission. 


The word “begotten” 
literally means to be 
paternally progenerated by 
your father and to share a 
unique, personal, genetic 
relationship with him. 


Jesus Christ is the only 
begotten Son of God, not 
the one and only Son. 
Adam was the son of God 
(Luke 3:38). There were 
sons of God who begat 
giants in the days of Noa. 
(Gen 6:4). The beings in 
Psalm 82:6 are children of 
the most HIgh (also 
referenced by Christ in 
John 10:35). But none of 
those angels, gods, nor 
Adam, were of God's 
seed. They were not 
begotten. They were 
simply made by Him.

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Appendix 6 - 100,000 changes from the KJB1611 


One of the often regurgitated arguments of original-onlyist Bible users 
who attack King James onlyists, is that there were 100,000 changes from 
1611 to the KJB we use today. This was popularized by scholars such as 
Dan Wallace, who | directly quote from his own writing: 


...we must remember that the King James Bible of today is not the King 
James of 1611. It has undergone three revisions, incorporating more 
than 100,000 changes! ' 


First of all (and most obviously), we did not have a 100% perfect Bible in 
1611. All KJB believers must accept this fact. If we did, there would be no 
need for subsequent editions. Which begs the question: /f God is truly 
behind the KJB, why did He allow that? My answer: | don’t know exactly- 
but maybe you can ask the Lord when we meet Him in the air. Be sure to 
also ask why Jesus didn’t perform miracles from the moment of His birth. 
Surely that would have been an even greater sign and proof of His deity, 
right? 


Here is the hard truth of the matter: even if it would have been more 
impressive, God didn’t do it like that. Christ did not begin His ministry at 
12 years of age, nor 18, nor 21, nor 28 which all would have been 
adequate ages. He began to be about 30 years old before starting to do 
the work which God sent Him to do, as recorded in the gospels. 


God has His timing and will and reasons for the way He does things. He 
decides when the time is right. And when He decides the time is right, 
the time _is right. And we can either seek Him and have faith and follow 
where He leads us, or we can ignore/reject the light that He has given. 
Just because the King James Bible existed in 1611, didn’t mean God had 
yet perfected it according to His own definition of perfection. 


Dear brethren, | hope you agree that God can do whatever He wants, for 
nothing is impossible with Him. But He doesn’t always do things the way 
that we imagine He would. His ways are much higher than ours. 


| believe one of the reasons He waited to perfect the King James Bible is 
that He does not want the translators of the King James Bible to receive 
the attention and the glory and praise for all of these wonders that have 
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been recently discovered. All praise and glory belongs to GOD alone, 
who (I believe) took the 1611 text and intertwined all these miracles into it 
until it was finalized in the settled form we have today. 


So, were there printing errors in 1611? Yes, of course! Printing more than 
half a million words on a printing press was not an easy thing to do. 
Nevertheless, this “100,000 changes from 1611 to today’ argument is a 
grossly misleading attack on the King James Bible. Printing error 
corrections do not mean the translation or the meaning of the translation 
was changed at any given point. 


Now then, why do scholars claim the KJB had 100,000 changes in the 
text from the 1611 to today? Well, the reasons seem to be two-fold. 


e Firstly, they want to cast doubt on the King James Bible, so that 
you will no longer trust it with the same authority as you did once 
before, now knowing that it has been changed 100,000 times. 
The scholars want that authority for themselves, so they can give 
you their own readings of what they believe is the faithful and 
true text. 


e Secondly, it seems as if they are trying to justify themselves 
revising the Bible (Dan Wallace, who helped to popularize this 
argument, released his own version of the Bible called the NET). 
Since the King James Bible was revised over and over again, 
hundreds of thousands of times, he thinks, the Bible is a working 
text. With my great knowledge, | can produce a better one. 


Here’s the problem: As you are about to see, these changes do not affect 
the meaning of the text whatsoever in the KJB. Capitalization and 
spelling consists of almost all of the changes. Other changes were 
printing errors that were mostly corrected within the first 30 years of the 
1611 edition, by two of the original translators (Samuel Ward and John 
Bois). The KJB is now settled and has been for hundreds of years. 


Modern Bibles, on the other hand, are ALWAYS changing and NEVER 
settled. The very Greek text they are based upon states that the text is a 
working text and not to be considered as definitive. Here is a true saying: 
If you have a “settled” modern Bible, it’s because it’s out of print! 
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So instead of just talking about it, let's actually look at the differences 
between the 1611 and the KJB we read today. And just for fun, let’s also 
include the highly esteemed NASB1995 vs the NASB2020.

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Appendix 7 - Jesus, Joshua, Justus 


One of the interesting things about the word count of Jesus in the KJB 
(that you'll see often throughout these notes) is that there are multiple 
instances where Jesus in the KJB is not directly referring to Jesus 
Christ. 


Here are all the antimentions of Jesus in the King James Bible: 


e Bar-jesus. 1 instance. The sorcerer / false prophet mentioned in 
Acts 13:6. He does not appear in any default searches for Jesus 
in the software that | use to verify these counts (King James 
Pure Bible Search.) Therefore, | do not reference him very often. 
He is always excluded by default. 

e Joshua. 2 instances. The successor of Moses, called Jesus in 
Acts 7:45 and Hebrews 4:8. 

e Justus. 1 instance. One of Paul’s fellowworkers, called Jesus in 
Colossians 4:11. 


| believe the two instances of Joshua-Jesus are much more significant 
(scripture-wise) than “Justus.” In fact, I’ve heard some argue that the 
two instances of Joshua-Jesus in Acts 7:45 & Hebrews 4:8 are actually 
referring to Jesus Christ Himself as the Angel who led Israel into the 
promised land. | won’t argue against this, because Exodus 23:20-23 
makes a strong case for it. Nevertheless, | personally believe from the 
context of the verses that Stephen was referring to Joshua when he 
actually spoke these words historically to the council of the high priest 
(Acts 7:45), and the writer of Hebrews was talking about Joshua who 
brought the children of Israel into the promised land but did not achieve 
to give them true rest (Hebrews 4:8). It is, however, a fact that both 
Joshua and Jesus are the same name (meaning “Jehovah is 
salvation’), and it’s a fact that Joshua is a powerful type of Jesus Christ, 
especially foreshadowing His second advent. 


Joshua was also directly led by Jesus (pre-incarnate) as the Angel with 
the LORD’S name in him (Exodus 23:20-21). This is established by the 
fact that Joshua worships the “captain of the LORD’S host” without any 
rebuke or redirection to worship God instead (Revelation 22:8-9). 
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Every word of God is pure, yea every jot and tittle. | believe in faith that 
there are deep reasons why God has arranged for these particular 
“antimentions” of Jesus to appear in His Bible. And | also believe we are 
to judge spiritual things spiritually (1 Corinthians 2:14-15). My judgment 
is that “Joshua-Jesus” has much more weight and significance than 
“Justus-Jesus,” which should, in theory, lead to more significant patterns 
occurring by including the mentions of “Joshua-Jesus” and excluding the 
mention of “Justus-Jesus.” There are also very significant patterns 
where you include both Justus and Joshua, because after all, God 
allowed them to be in His book, and the name of Jesus is still higher 
than all other names, chosen from the foundation of the world. 


“Jesus” in 2 Corinthians 11:4 is tricky, and | believe it is referring to 
another version of Jesus Christ- but it must be at least referencing Jesus 
Christ, similar to how people would say, “He is just another Steve Irwin.” 
| would therefore judge that it’s not an antimention, but very close to one. 
The same applies to “lam Christ” in Mat 24:5, Mark 13:6, Luke 21:8.

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Appendix 9 - Alphanumeric Values 


Alphanumerics is a type of code found in the Bible where each letter is 
equal to a number depending on its alphabetical position. For example, 
A=1, B=2, C=3... Z=26. 


While many try to associate it with the occult, this is simply an ancient 
method of counting that has been in existence for thousands of years, in 
both Hebrew and Greek. It is directly used in the Greek text that 
underlies the KJB, and clear evidence suggests that God not only knew 
about it, He wrote the Bible with it in mind to prove His sovereign 
authorship of not just the Bible, but language itself. 


There are two primary ways of calculating numeric values: Ordinal vs 
Standard. There are other methods as well, but these are the primary. 


Ordinal values are simply the numerical order of each letter in its 
respective alphabetical position. The primary purpose of Ordinal is not to 
count large numbers, but rather to look at the overall order in which 
something appears. 


Standard alphanumerics, also known as gematria or isopsephy is used in 
the Greek text itself to calculate the number of 666 in Revelation 13:18, 
as well as 144 in Revelation 7:4 


The following charts show how to find the value for each letter depending 
on the language. To get a value of a word, all you have to do is add up all 


the values of the individual letters that make up that word.

In English Standard, the value of “God” is (G=7) + (O=60) + 
The value of “Lord” is (L=30) + (O=60) + (R=90) + (D=4) = 1
